Vic- 
tory won, we failed to make democ- 


well as talk it; and believe it so pas- 
sionately ‘that it becomes a dynamic 
fighting faith, capable of inspiring 
us now and of shaping the future of 
the world, : ; 

Originally one of the foundation 
stones was the value and worth of 
every human being but, with the in- 
creasing de-personalization of indus- 
try, this idea has been almost lost. 
Today, for example, absentee-ism in 
war industries would cease to be a 
problem if the individual worker had 
a sense that his particular job is a 
vital part on which the whole de- 
pends, instead of just a cog in the 
wheel. : 

If democracy is to live in the 
world‘it must live in the heart of the 
ordinary mari, and be part of his dai- 
ly experience. Self-discipline and. giv- 
ing freely of our best work to the 
country, will forge idealg into reality 
and make democracy secure, 

Another of democracy’s corner- 
stones is the great idea of freedom, 
This used to mean the liberty to live 
a rich life of the mind and spirit. But 
now our idea of freedom too often is 
the right to do ag we darn well 
please; in fact rights consistently 
loom Jarger than duties. In that spir- 
it liberty soon degenerates into , li- 
cense, and life loses its purpose and 
meaning. We no longer know what 
we are free for, and 90 we lose faith 
in our way of life and become cyn- 
ical, 

The freedom we need to insure for 
ourselves is the freedom to live for 
all mankind; to contribute to the life 
of the nation; to give rather than to 
get, 

Lord Tweedsmuir wrote: “Democ- 
racy is primarily an attitude of mind, 
a spiritual testament; not an eco- 
nomic structure nor a political ma- 
chine,”” When democracy rediscovers 
its moral purpose it will conquer the 
world. It must either conquer or be 
conquered. There is no middle course, 
The life of democracy depends upon 
our determination to make it the 
great answering philosophy for our 
day and age.

A, All men and women, between 
the ages of 18 and 60, are eligible— 
provided they are in good health, 

‘Q. How do I know I am physically 
fit to donate my blood? 


A, When prospective. donors ar- | 


rive at the Red Cross clinic, they are 
interviewed by a physician. If found 
to be under par they are advised to 
consult their family doctor. 4 

Q. Is it very painful to donate 
blood ? 

A. No. The aréa from which the 
blodd is drawn is anaesthetized and 
after-effects are’ negligible, 

Q. How much blood do I donate? 

A. About 420 ‘cubic centimeters, 
which equals about % of a pint, Be- 
cause of processing, it takes two do- 
nations’ to provide sufficient dried 
serum for one average transfusion. 

Q. Do I have to go on a special 
| diet -before donations? 

A, Only for the meal immediately 
precejing the donation, which must 
be free from fats, A list of suggested 
| foods is supplied on request by the 

Red Cross Blood donor clinics, 

Q. Do I have to undress at the 
| clinic ? ‘ 

A. No. Since the bléod is taken 
from the vein on the inside of the 
elbow, the donor is required only to 
bare the arm. ; 

Q. How long does it take to give 
a blood transfusion? , 

A. It only takes a few -moments 
for the donation to be given but the 
donor remains on the couch for about 
five minutes afterwards, Tea or cof- 
fee with toast and cookies ig served 
in the refreshment room and it is 
usually possible to leave the clinic 
within 45 minutes, ; 

Q. How often are blood donations 
made? 

A, Not less than every two months 
The blood given ig fully replaced in 
volume and content very soon after 
each donation, Several men in Can- 
ada have already given 12 donations, 
while some have given as many as 
20 donations, 

Q. How is the blood taken and by 
whom? 

A. Every clinic is equipped with 
beds. The donor rests on his back 
with one arm outstretched sideways. 
A nurse cleans the inside of the el- 
bow with antiseptics ready for the 
physician who first injects a small a- 
mount of anaesthetic and then intro- 
duces a hollow needle in the vein. The 
blood then flows through a tube into 
a sterile bottle. When the needle ig 
removed, a sterile dressing is applied. 

Q. Will my blood actually be used? 

A. Most emphatically, yes. Many 
men in the Armed Services, not only 
of Canada but of other Allied Nations 
owe their lives today to transfusions 
of Canadian blood, collected and dis- 
tributed through the Canadian Red 
Cross. Dried blood serum from Can- 
ada saved the lives of many men, 
women and children in Britain during 
the Battle of Britain, and shipments 
China and the Middle East.

Three nutritious meals a day are 
needed by every worker for maxi- 
mum health: This is particularly true 
of war workers who must maintain 
their health at a high standard to pre 
vent absenteeism, accidents, and at- 
tain better production, Accepting 
full responsibility for our personal 
health and that, of our families neces- 
sitates planning and providing three 
good meals a day. Those who live 
away from home can accept the same 
responsibility *through careful selec- 
tion of meals and allowing adequate 
time in which to eat. 

Breakfast is usually the worst 
meal of the day. Many worke'rs dash 
off to work after bolting a slice of 


ing at heavy manual labor all morn- 
ing with practically nothing for 
breakfast! Good meals to be. enjoyed 
and used to best advantage by ‘ the 
worker must provide foods selected 
for their nutritive value, be well- 
cooked and served in attractive, pleas 
ant surroundings in a cheerful at- 
mosphere, Management owes it to 
workers to provide such facilities for 
their meals in the plant, ‘ 

What the worker will select for 
his noon meal or take in his, well- 
filled lunch box will depend «pon 
what hehas for his other two meals. 
A total day’s food supply should con- 
tain the following foods: 1. A pint of 
milk, that is, two glasses of milk, and 
you can count cheese or buttermilk 
as part of that, 2. A’serving of meat, 
poultry or sea foods, 3. One egg, 4, 
An orange or tomato, or a serving of 
grapefruit, orange juice, tomato juice 
or raw cabbage. 5, One or more serv- 
ings of leafy green or, yellow veget- 
ables, such as spinach, kale cress, 
carrots, étc. 6. Two or more servings 
of potatoes, other vegetables or fruits 
7. A serving of whole grain cereals, 
such ag rolled oats, cracked wheat, 
etc, Bread should be of the whole 
wheat variety. 8, Fats, such as but- 
ter, with added vitamin A, and such 
other foods as you may want to sat- 
isfy the appetite, including of course, 
a sufficient amount of water to drink 
Make sure of your three squares a 
day and you'll do a better job.

» The launching of @ national cam-~- 
paign to promote the growing of veg 
etables' by non-commercial individ- 
uals and groups is announced by the 
Health League of Canada, It is the 
intention of the League to awaken 
Canadian citizens from coast to coast 
to the need for in¢reased vegetable 
growing in 1943. 

It is pointed out that there will, 
in all probability, be a scarcity of cer 
tain commercially grown 
in Canada this year. The reasons for 
| this are: 


1. Thé export of large quantities 
of processed vegetables to our over- 
seas forces and to the people of the 
Umted Kingdom. ' 

2. A decline in commercial growing 
due to labor shortage and t'ransporta 
tion problems, 

One answer to the problem, says 
the Health League, is the home veg- 
etable garden, That-part of the popu- 
| lation living in rural sections will 
probaBly continue to grow their own 
vegetables. City dwellers, however, 
are urged to put their backyards to 
good use by planting vegetables this 
year. By doing so they wiil 
any possible shortage, as well as gain 
a fascinating hobby. 

The Minister of Agriculture, the 
Hon, J. G. Gardiner states: “We of 
this Department fully endorse the en 
couragement of backyard and com- 
munity gardens in 1943, and have al- 
ready communicated with provincial 
departments of agriculture suggest- 
ing that encouragement be given to 
such projects this year.”

A farmer may be obliged to 
obtain new seed because the quality 
of his own is inferior. It may be 
frozen, sprouted, shrunken, ete.; or 
replaec ment may be necessary as @ 
secu of mixtures or weed , seeds 
which cannot be removed. In such 
cases, replacemient may be made 
with pure seed of the same variety. 
The sooner orders are placed, the 
easier it will be to get really ‘first 
class stocks, 

If.a different variety is required, 
the.farmer may know exactly what 
he. wants, Even though he does, it 
is a good plan to consult the Provin- 
cial Department of Agriculture, 
Field Crops Branch, or the Provin- 
cial University or nearest Dominion 
Experimental Farm, You are cer- 
tain to get helpful information since 
these ongesenanene are well posted 
on the latest experimental results.
